Historical  axd  Biographical. 


All  liues  of  tlie  family  iu  the  United  States  which 
nin  back  past  tlie  l{eYoIiuiouai-Y  epocli  into  the  Co- 
lonial period,  bei^in  either  with  ^liehacl  Weigand  of 
the  I\hine  rahitiiuite,  who  in  1709  settled  at  "  (.iiiasek 
Creek  and  Tluniskaniir  on  Undson's  River,"  now 
Xewbui-^li,  ^'.  Y.;  with  Cornelins  Wevgandt.  who 
come  fi'om  ?»lagdeberg,  Germany,  to  Germantown, 
Pa.,  in  IToG.  or  with  the  Key.  George  Albert  Wey- 
gand  of  11a nan  in  Prnssia.  who  in  1749  was  called  to 
the  pastorate  of  the  Lutheran  Ciinreh  at  Xe^v  Ger- 
mantown. X.  d.  It  is  i-easonably  certain  that  all  of 
these  were  lineal  descendants  iif  tlu.-  Uey.  George 
Ilerrman  Weygamlt.  Ltitheran  niinistcn-.  of  the  vil- 
lage of  Xeider  Sanllieim.  in  Ilessen,  whose  ancestors 
were  natives  of  Saxony. 

The  want  of  definite  rules  for  Anglisizing  German 
family  names  has.  not  nnfrcqnently.  led  to  their  be- 
ing vaiiously  i-endered  by  professional  English  trans- 
lators, as  well  as  by  dilTerent  descendants  of  the 
same  pioneer  emigrants. 

In  examination  of  numerotis  ancient  documents. 
family  papers,  public  and  private  records  and  printed 
volumes,  tho  writer  has  found  the  name  spelled  in 
forty-eight  different  ways.  Some  of  the  more  un- 
usual forms  em]»]oyi'd  were  undoubtedly  originated 
by  careless  or  uninformed  jtersons  making  the  early 
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records,  while  otliors,  which  were  quite  common  a 
century  a.uo,  haxe  fallen  into  disuse.  Bnt  over  half 
a  score  of  these  rcnderiniis  have  been  perpetuated 
tlirouirh  adoption  by  branches  of  the  family  residing' 
in  different  .sections  of  the  country. 

lUSnOP  JOll^'  WIG  AND,  the  first  of  the  family 
of  whom  the  present  generation  in  America  have  any 
definite  knowledge,  was  a  learned  divine  of  the  re- 
formed religion.  He  was  born  in  [Nlausfeld,  in  upper 
Saxony,  in  the  year  1523.  and  at  an  early  age  was 
sent  to  the  famous  schools  of  Wittenberg,  where  he 
studied  the  arts  and  langiiag<'s  and  attended  the 
lectures  of  l.uther  and  Melanclhon.  Developing  a 
remarkable  aptitude  fur  imparting  as  well  as  for 
acquiring  knowledge,  he  was.  when  but  eighteen 
years  of  age.  made  master  of  the  St.  Lawrence  school 
at  Xewremsberg.  This  position  he  lilled  with  credit 
until  1544,  when  he  returned  to  Wittenberg  and  tl.eie 
took  his  degree  of  A.  :\1..  and  began  the  study  ()f 
divinity  with  great  earnestness.  But  before  he  had 
completed  his  divinity  course  a  series  of  events,  grow- 
inii-  out  of  the  I'eliuious  wars  of  the  period,  caused 
the  complete  dispersal  of  the  students  of  that  Tni- 
versity.  He  was  then  invited  to  his  native  idace. 
Mansfeld.  where  he  was  ordained  and  soon  became 
very  popular  as  a  ])reaclier  and  instructoi-  of  youth. 
lu  1553  he  was  chosen  su[terint»'n(lent  of  ?klagdeberg. 
where  by  his  preaching  and  teaching  he  greatly  pro- 
moted refonned  religion. 

lu  1500  the  Elector  of  Saxony  founded  the  Univer- 
sity of  Jena,  and  ^Vigand  was  chosen  its  first  Profes- 
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sor  of  Divinity.  After  filling  this  re^ijonsible  chair 
for  tAAo  years  he  was  constrained  to  resign  because 
of  ''  some  angry  disi)utes  betAveen  Illyricus  and  Slri- 
gius  "  i)resnniably  over  matters  of  doctrine.  On 
leaving  Jena  he  returned  to  Magdeberg.  but  almost 
immediately  thereafter  was  chosen  Superintendent 
of  Wismar.  At  about  this  jieriod  lie  received  the 
degree  of  I).  1).  from  the  University  of  Uostock. 

After  Dr.  AVigand  had  remained  at  Wismar  seven 
years  he  was  recalled  to  Jena  as  I'rofessor  of  Divinity 
and  Superintendent.  Five  years  later  he  again  left 
Jeim,  and,  after  spemling  a  short  period  with  the 
Duke  of  Brunswick,  was  temlercd  and  accepted  tlie 
Divinity  lu-ofesscn-ship  of  Konigsberg,  where,  two 
years  later,  he  was  luade  a  Bislioj). 

Bishop  Wigaud  was  a  man  of  ]mre  life,  positive 
convictions  and  great  foree  of  character.  In  seeking 
relaxation  from  exacting  mental  labor,  he  ever  found 
great  delight  in  his  gardeu.  where  he  gathered  many 
rare  and  curious  i)lanls.  Baron  Heller  mentions  a 
work  on  botany  writteu  by  him,  which  was  published 
in  three  volumes.  Among  his  other  i)ublished  works 
is  ''A  Confntatiou  of  Sedonius's  Popish  Catechism,"" 
printed  in  Latin  and  Dutch;  "  A' Confutation  of 
George  31  agar,""  several  commentai'ies  on  different 
books  of  the  Bible,  a  number  of  ti-eatises  of  a  contro- 
versial nature,  and  a  considerable  ])art  of  "  The 
Madgeberg  Centuries  "" — a  voluminus  collection  high- 
ly spoken  of  by  many  German  scholars.  Bisho]) 
AVigand  died  in  the  year  1578,  aged  T)o,  at  Konigs- 
berg. Prussia,  which  is  to-day  m)ted  alike  for  its 
beautiful  cathedial.  with  its  organ,  erected  in  1721, 
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coiitaiiiinu'  ,-).()()()  ])i[i('s;  for  its  uiiivei'sitv,  fouiidcd  in 
1541.  with  its  ^I'cat  library;  Un-  its  asti-onomical  ob- 
s^ervatorv,  and  for  its  extensive  botanical  garden. 

1.  EEV.    GEORGE    IIElilOIAX    AYEYGAXDT. 

(with  whom  the  nnmbering  of  generations  in  this 
record  begins),  was  a  kinsman,  ami  ]»robably  a  lineal 
descendant,  ol  l^isliop  John  Wigand.  lie  was  for 
many  years  the  Lntheran  minister  of  Xieder  Saiil- 
heim.  a  village  of  some  importance  located  abont  ten 
miles  sotith  of  the  City  of  Mainz,  and  about  twenty 
miles  north  ami  to  the  west  of  the  City  of  \\'orms.  in 
Ilessen,  Germany.

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3.  :^IICTTAEL  WEI G AND.  l(;5n-1723  (1).  was  born 
near  the  ancient  city  of  AVornis,  in  tlie  Lower  Palati- 
nate, or  tlie  Palatinate  of  the  Phine.  ''  Situated  on 
both  sides  of  tliat  noble  river,  between  Bavaria  and 
Elsass,  and  extendinii-  from  above  the  City  of  Spires 
nortlnvard  to  near  T'oloiine.  the  Palatinat<^  was  as 
fair  a  land  as  all  Europe  can  show.  Tlie  bur.iiiiers 
of  its  cities  were  wealtliy  merchants.  Its  fertile 
fields  and  vine-clad  hills  brought  competence  and 
comfort  to  its  ])eople.  and  sent  abundance  of  corn 
and  wine  to  other  countries  of  Enro])e.  Peliiii(yji 
and  knowledi^e  were  so  well  diffused  that  there  was 
no  other  people  of  that  day,  to  Avhom  in  these  re- 
spects the  Palatines  stood  second.  Tlie  situation  of 
the  Palatinate,  the  hiL;•h^^■ay  from  Erance  into  the 
heart  of  Oei'many.  toi:erher  with  its  beauty  and  fer- 
tility, made  it  a  Xaboth's  vineyard  to  Louis  XIV, 
whose  ambition  was  colossal,  vrhose  al)solutism 
could  ill  bi-ooh  denial,  and  whose  rapacity  recoi]"d 
from  no  extreme  of  cruelty.  His  schemes  and  p-lots 
made  life  a  burden  to  the  Electors  Palatin<\  Cli-irles 
and  his  son,  Charles  Louis.  The  death  of  the  latter, 
in  1GS5,  without  issue,  ended  the  Zimmern  Hik^  of 
the  Electorate,  and  the  succession  ]^assed  to  Ereder- 
ick  of  the  house  of  Xewbnriih.  The  momenr  of 
transition  seemed  to  Louis  auspicious  to  his  plans. 
He  at  once  laid  claim  to  the  Palatinate  in  the  uaiae 
of  his  brother,  who  had  married  tlio  sister  of  Charles 
Louis.  The  claim  was  o]»])os(>d  by  Holland,  .^.ustria, 
BaA'aria,  Prussia,  and  other  smaller  Cermau  states, 
which,  undei'  the  leadoishi])  of  the  (Jn^at  William, 
organized  the  Grand  Alliance  and  pre])ared  for  war. 
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Louis,  to  be  beforcliaiul  witli  tlio  (buible  purpose  of 
wreakii],<:i  veiiiieaiu-e  on  the  Palatiiialt. — -a  venijeance 
made  more  bitU-r  bv  the  asvlum  there  liiven  to  the 
IltiLineiiots.  -\\ii()m  the  Ifevocatioii  of  Xaiites  had 
diiven  into  exile — and  also  of  makiiii:-  the  cottntry 
iinteuable  by  his  foes,  sent  an  army  of  .jO.OOO  men, 
with  orders  to  its  eomman(U  r  to  ra\aLi,e  the  province 
witli  tire  and  s\voi-d  and  to  make  the  land  a  desert. 
The  invasion  took  i)lare  in  winner.  The  French  went 
thron<ih  the  leni^th  and  breadth  of  the  C(»tintry.  de- 
strwinji-  cities,  bnrnin^u'  villa.ues,  stni»ping  the  peo- 
ple of  their  i)i>ssessions,  comitellinu  them  to  pnll 
down  their  walls,  to  stand  by  an<l  see  their  wealth 
perish  in  the  flames,  killing'  snch  as  endeavored  to 
save  anythin_u  from  the  niins,  and  then  driving  them 
into  the  lud<ls  to  there  perish  with  hnnut  r  and  r(dd. 

"  In  the  f(dlowin;j,-  si>rinsj:  the  peasants  were  forced 
to  ])low  under  their  crops.  The  whole  land  was  till- 
ed T\ith  mouriung.  Many  thousands  were  killed; 
many  were  starved  or  frozen  to  death.  In  one  day 
the  Elector,  standing  on  the  wall  of  Manheim.  count- 
ed twenty-three  villages  in  tiames.  The  ferocity  of 
the  war  and  the  sufferings  of  the  peo]de  cannot  be 
adequately  desci*ib((l.  To  this  day  remain  theii' 
monuments  in  the  ivy-eoveied  ruins,  whicli  give  s«j 
mur-h  of  beauty  and  charm  to  the  hills  among  which 
flows  the  Ivhine.  For  a  few  years  the  ]ieople  had 
rest,  and  then  in  1('>03  another  invasion  br(niglit  on 
another  wave  (d'  wi«les])read  misery.  Then  it  was 
that  the  great  castle  of  llei<l(dberg  was  reduced  to 
'that  condition  whi(d)  makes  it  the  greatest  and  most 
}>ictures<jue  ruin  in  Euroi)e. 
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"  lUit  a  few  years  had  ela])se(l,  far  too  few  for  the 
Palatines  to  retrieve  their  losses,  when  the  outbreak 
of  the  war  of  tlie  Spanisli  succession  draii-jiod  tliem 
once  more  between  tlie  nit]>cr  and  nether  mill  stones. 
This  war,  bronulit  on  })y  Louis,  in  ])rosecution  of  a 
claim  to  tlie  Spanish  crown  for  his  j^randson  Philip — 
a  claim  opi)osed  by  the  same  alliance  with  the  addi- 
tion of  En.iiland — was  be^nn  iji  1701  and  drew  out  its 
miseries  and  cinieltics  for  thirteen  lon^i'  years.  'Most 
of  its  fio-iitiiio-  T^vas  done  in  ^^pain  and  Germany,  but 
the  Palatinate  came  in  for  a  full  share  of  tribulation. 
It  furnished  both  armies  a  pathway,  ^fany  times 
they  went  back  and  fortli  leavinti'  wretchedness  in 
their  trail.  At  length,  in  1707.  Louis  dispatclied  an 
army  to  repeat,  so  far  as  possible,  the  ra]>ine  of  twen- 
ty years  before.  AVith  this  the  cup  of  misery  was 
fullV' 

Michael  Weiuand  had  now  witnessed  for  the  third 
time,  in  a  period  of  less  than  three  decades,  the  wan- 
ton devastation  of  his  loved  but  most  unfortunate 
native  land.  In  the  second  instance,  and  pei'haps 
the  first  as  well,  he  had  ])artici]tated  as  a  i^atriot  sol- 
dier in  the  unsuccessful  elTorts  made  by  his  brave  bur 
ever  (Sver-matclied  countrymen,  to  beat  back  the 
cruel  invaders. 

And  now  as  he  st(M)d  with  over  fifty  years  of  his 
active  life  beliind  him  and  an  impoverished  and 
houseless  family  clinuinjj,-  to  him,  amid  the  smoulder- 
ing- ruins  of  the  <Nunfortable  dwelliu'.i;-  so  louu'  calh^l 
home;  and  saw  in  the  mouds  of  smokinii'  ashes 
about  him,  all  that  remaiui'd  of  the  accumulations 
of  years  of  lionest  toil  and  endeavor,  is  it  any  wonder 
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the  strong  attxichmont.  wliich  in  previous  storms  had 
moored  him  to  the  fatherhind.  at  hist  snap])ed  like 
an  overstrained  cable  and  left  his  shattered  bark  to 
float  whithersoever  the  shiftini^-  tide  of  events  miiilit 
canw  it. 

But  his  paternal  instincts,  quickened  by  his  faitli 
in  the  God  of  his  fatliers.  called  forth  his  better  man- 
hood and  held  him  above  despair.  So  that  when  the 
good  pastor  Kockerthal  encouragingly  talked  to  his 
homeless  flock  of  the  Xew  Land  of  Promise,  three 
thousand  five  linndi-cd  miles  away,  Micliael  Weigand 
was  one  of  the  first  to  declare  his  readiness  to  under- 
take the  long  journey  thither. 

A  number  of  others,  wlio  had  in  like  manner  been 
despoiled  by  the  heartless  invaders,  joined  in  the 
momentous  undt^i-takiiig.  And  ere  long  Pastor 
Kockerthal  and  a  goodly  number  of  his  flock  turned 
their  backs  upon  their  Ood-favcu'ed  but  man-cursed 
native  land  and  set  their  anxious  faces  resolutely  to- 
ward the  far  away  Xew  World. 

Tlieii'  passage  down  the  Phine  to  and  through  the 
Netherlands,  and  theiu-e  by  sliip  across  the  Hague 
and  up  the  Thames,  was  of  its(df,  in  those  days,  an  ex- 
pensive and  tedious  journoy.  Just  how  many  weary 
days  or  weeks  or  months  it  consumed,  or  wliat  hard- 
ships they  endured,  or  how  many  of  the  original 
number  lost  heart  and  turned  back  before  it  Avas  ac- 
complished, may  never  be  known.  Otlicial  records 
show  that  Avlien  in  April,  170S.  they  reached  Lon- 
don, the  original  company  contained  l)ut  forty-one 
souls,  viz:  Ten  men,  ten  women  and  twenty-one  chil- 
dren; and  that  the  meagre  store  of  funds,  Avith  which 
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they  had  started  out  on  tlieir  pil!]:riina<2:e.  was  com- 
pletely exhausted. 

.  Fortunately  their  countryman  and  Lutheran  breth- 
ren in  the  Enj^lish  ^Metropolis,  wlien  informed  of 
their  coming,  made  pn'])arations  for  maintninini:; 
them  while  they  tarried  there,  and  for  speeding 
them  on  their  journey  when  they  should  take  their 
departure.  Tlie  Lutlieran  ehurclies  of  Loudon  were, 
at  that  period.  ])resi<led  over  by  pastors  of  culture 
find  ability,  who  enjoyed  the  ii(  od  will  of  <,ueen  Anne 
and  her  councilors. 

Through  the  influence  and  personal  assistance  of 
these  worthy  pastors,  the  Ivev.  Kockerthal  speedily 
secured  from  LTer  ^Majesty  favorable  consideration  of 
a  petition  ashing  that  a  suitable  tract  of  land  in 
America,  on  which  to  settle,  be  granted  himself  and 
his  associates;  and  that  free  transportation  be  fur- 
nished them  thither  to  the  end  that  a  new  frontier 
settlement  might  there  be  founded  to  the  mutual 
benefit  of  the  petitioners  and  the  Crown. 
'•'The  leading  spirits  of  KockerthaTs  company  ap- 
pear to  have  been  familiar  with  the  history  of  Hud- 
son's journey  up  and  down  the  *'  Pvliine  of  America."' 
which  bears  his  name.  And  they  s<^em  to  have  been 
permitted  to  carefully  inspect  the  government  maps 
and  records  descnptive  of  the  countrv  through  wh'ch 
it  ran.  Doubtless  in  tlieir  examination  thoy  re- 
called the  words  inscribed  in  the  log  book  of  the 
Half  ^Foon  by  direction  of  the  famous  naviga- 
tor, declaring  it  to  be  ''  as  beautiful  a  land  as  one 
can  tread  upon."  And  surely  they  must  have  been 
delighted  when  they  learned  that  the  easily  idcnti- 
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fied  site,  coDcerniiiL::  wliicli  Tlnclson  caiisod  to  be  add- 
ed, "  A  xeiy  pleasant  place  to  build  a  town  on/'  yet 
remained  in  the  wild  natural  state  in  which  its  dis- 
coverer found  it.  save  only  that  the  Indian  title  to 
the  land  had  been  effectually  extin;:;uished  and  the 
native  lords  had  departed  on  their  forced  march,  over 
blood-stained  trails  that  led  ever  onward  toward  the 
settin.u'  sun. 

It  was  well  known  in  aovernment  circles  that  the 
pT*ievous  misfortun(^s  winch  had  driven  this  ])ionepr 
band  from  their  homes  on  the  banks  of  the  Ehine, 
were  the  direct  results  of  their  country's  alliance 
with  Eniiland  in  her  war  with  France.  This  fact 
will  account  for  the  unusual  attention  and  considera- 
tion liiven  them  by  the  auiiust  Lords  of  Trade,  as  well 
as  for  the  especial  interest  taken  in  them  by  good 
Queen  Anne. 

On  receipt  of  their  petition  it  was  at  first  proposed 
by  the  Lords  of  Trade  that  a  considerable  tract  of  un- 
occupied territory  on  the  Island  of  Jamaica  be  gTant- 
ed  them,  instead  of  that  which  they  desired  at  the 
mouth  of  Quassaick  Creek  on  the  west  banks  of  Hud- 
son's Liver.  This  latter  tract  was  said  to  be  in  re- 
ality covered  by  one  of  the  extravagant  grants  made 
by  Colonel  I'letcher.  late  Governor  of  the  Province. 
An  act  had.  it  is  true,  been  passed  under  a  succeed- 
ing Colonial  Covei'uor  annulling  the  same,  but  un- 
fortunaiely  it  Imd  never  received  the  oHicial  approval 
of  the  Crown  and  was  therefore  without  force. 

TJut  the  truthfulness  of  the  old  adage.  "Where 
there  is  a  will  there  is  a  way,"  was  speedily  dem- 
onstrated.    The  desires  of  the   petitioners    centered 
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on  Hudson's  Eiver.  They  interposed  the  valid  objec- 
tion to  Jamaica  tliat  its  hot  climate  was  not  suited 
to  people  reared  in  the  Palatinate.  A  siig-gestion 
that  the  i>ood  Queen  be  recommended  to  approve  the 
act  annulling-  Col,  Fletchers  ''  Extravagant  Grants  -' 
had  the  desired  effect,  and  a  recommendation  to  that 
end  was  incor]>()rated  in  a  favorable  report  on  the 
before-mentiout'd  })etition  of  Kockerthal  and  his  as- 
sociates, made  by  the  "Lords'  Commissioners  of  Trade 
and  Plantations,"  on  April  2S,  ITOS.  This  petition 
was  formally  read  "  before  the  C^ueen  in  Council  at 
the  Court  of  Kensington,''  on  the  10th  day  of  May 
following. 

'•'  Joshua  Kockerthal,  the  Evangelical  minister, 
and  his  associates,"  say  the  Lords*  Commissioners, 
''  are  poor  Ltitherans,  come  hither  from  the  lower 
Palatinate  in  Germany.     They  are  very  necessitous 

*  *  .  not  having  at  present  anything  to  subsist 
themselves.  They  have  been  reduced  to  this  *  * 
condition  by  the  i-avages  committed  by  the  French 
in  the  Lower  Palatinate,  where  they  lost  all  they 
had.  *  *  They  have  produced  to  us  several  testi- 
monials from  the  Paylilfs  or  Principal  Magistrates 
of  the  villages  where  they  dwelt,  whivh  by  the  assist- 
ance of  the  miiiisters  of  the  Ltitheran  churches  here 
we  have  exandned  and  find  they  give  a  good  charac- 
ter to  said  minister  and  the  others  with  him."  Con- 
tinuing their  report,  the  Commissioners  recommend 
the  approval  of  act  of  1G9S,  annulling  Col.  Fletcher's 
grants  and  that  the  petitioners  be  then  sent  to  settle 
on  the  land  they  desire  on  Lludson's  Piver;  also  that 
free  trans])ortation  be  given  them  thither  on  fleet  to 
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be  sent   willi   Lord  Lovelace,  the  newly  appointe. 
Governor  of  the  province.     And  fnrther,  that  the. 
be  snpplied  with  necest^ary  tools  iov  a.^riculture,  an('. 
before  their  deiuirtnre  be  made  denisons  of  the  King 
dom  for  their  greater  enconragenient. 

Subseqnent  records  show  that  "  Her  Majesty  ii. 
Council  "  approved  the  said  report,  and  that  by  her 
direction  action  was  taken  to  cnrry  into  effect  its  sev- 
eral recommendations;  "the  Queen  being  gracious- 
ly pleased  to  settle  them  in  ^'ew  York  at  her  own  ex- 
pences,"  including  an  allowance  of  9d  a  day  to  each 
person  for  a  twelve  months  for  their  sup])()rt. 

Unfortunately  a  long  and  vexatious  delay  occurred 
in  the  departure  of  Lord  Lovelace,  so  that  the  middle 
of  October  had  ariived  ere  Kockerthal's  company, 
now  increased  to  52  by  additional  arrivals  from  the 
Palatinate,  embarked  on  the  transport  Globe, 
anxiously  longing  to  once  more  set  feet  on  laud  they 
could  call  home  even  though  it  be  in  the  wilderness 
of  a  strange  country. 

From  records  made  with  special  care  because  of 
interest  taken  in  them  by  the  Queen,  we  are  reliably 
informed  of  the  occupation  of  the  heads  of  families 
and  the  names  and  ages  of  every  member  of  the 
colony.  The  portion  of  this  record  relating  to  the 
Wevaandt.  or  ^Veigand.  familv.  reads  as  follows: 

"  Michael  Weigand.  husbandman,  aged  52. 

"  Anna  Catliarina  AVeigandin.  his  wife,  aged  54. 

"Anna  ]Maria  ^^'eigandin.  child,  aged  13. 

"  Tobias  Weigand.  child,  aged  7. 

"  George  Weigand,  child,  aged  5." 

That  the  ocean  voyage  of  the  Colonists    on    the 
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transport  Globe  possessed  none  of  the  delights  of  a 
six  days'  run  on  a  modern  *'  racer  "  is  clearly  shown 
by  Lord  Lovelace  in  the  following  communication, 
dated  New  York,  December  8th,  ITOS: 
"  To  the  lit.   Honorable  Lords'   Commissioners  for 

Trade  and  Plantations: 
"  My  Lords. 

"  I  do  myself  the  honor  to  acquaint  your  Lordships 
that  I  happily  arrived  here  this  morning,  having  been 
nine  Aveeks  and  odd  days  on  my  passage.  *  *  I  do 
not  hear  of  the  arrival  of  auj  other  shi]^  of  our  tieet 
except  the  Unity,  which  struck  on  the  banks  of  Sandy 
Hook;  she  was  left  by  all  her  seamen,  but  since  got 
off  and  is  gone  to  sea  again.  We  have  not  since 
heard  of  her,  but  hope  she  is  safe.  *  *  Our  winter 
sets  in  very  hard.  The  ports  and  rivers  are  full  of 
ice.  I  am  in  pain  for  the  Germans  and  recruits  on 
board  the  Globe,  they  wanting  water  and  the  weath- 
er not  permitting  us  to  assist  them.  *  *  Our  poor 
seamen  wei-e  so  benumbed  with  cold  that  at  last  we 
had  but  twenty-five  men  lit  for  any  duty,  and  had  not 
the  soldiers  which  we  had  on  board  assisted,  the  ship 
had  been  in  great  danger." 

The  Xew  York  colonial  records  contain  nothing 
more  definite  than  the  reference  made  by  Lord  Love- 
lace in  the  letter  quoted,  to  the  sulTerings  from  ex- 
posure and  thirst  experienced  by  the  family  of 
Michael  AYeigand  and  their  associates  prior  to  their 
debarkation  from  the  distressed  transport  Hart  at 
the  port  of  Xew  York,  lleaching  that  city  in  the 
winter,  it  is  probable  the  colonists  remained  there 
until  the  following  April  before  proceeding  to  the 
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farms  assigned  them  at  "  Quasek  Creek  and  Thans- 
kamir  " — a  wilderness  region  sixty  miles  up  the  Ilud- 
sou — then  known  to  passing-  skippers  as  ''Fox  Town,'' 
from  the  fact  that  great  numbers  of  foxes  had  bur- 
roAved  into  the  hillsides  near  the  river  and  were  fre- 
quently seen  running  in  and  out  of  their  holes  and 
disporting  in  the  morning  sunlight. 

It  appears  however  that  Lord  Lovelace  immediate- 
ly after  assuming  the  reins  of  Government  of  the  col- 
ouVj  had,  in  obedience  to  sx^ecific  instructions  receiv- 
ed before  he  left  England,  catised  the  district  assign- 
ed to  the  Kockerthal  Company  to  be  located  and  so 
mapi)ed  out  that  each  family  farm  or  plot  should 
have  a  frontage  on  the  river  and  extend  just  100 
chains  into  the  wilderness.  An  official  stirvey  was 
made  in  1713,  but  the  patent  was  not  issued  until 
seven  years  afterward.  A  narrow  strip  containing 
fifty  acres,  ajid  running  from  the  rivei'  to  the  west- 
ern limits  of  the  })atent.  was  set  apart  to  each 
man.  Avoman  and  child  of  the  original  company,  and 
as  the  Weigand  family  consisted  of  tive  persons,  the 
Weigand  farm,  at  Xewburgh,  X.  Y.,  consisted  of  just 
250  acres.  Its  northern  line  ran  ])arallel  with  and 
some  sixty  feet  south  of  the  south  line  of  what  is  now 
Washington  street,  and  its  south  line  parallel  with 
and  about  one  hundred  feet  south  of  the  present 
south  line  of  Renwick  Strf.^et. 

For  centuries  lu-evious  to  Hudson's  discovery  of 
tlie  river  in  1G08,  a  well  beaten  Lidian  trail  led  from 
the  wilderness  country  at  the  southwai-d  to  the 
Jerusalem  of  the  aborigines,  named  by  early  and  un- 
sentimental   Dutch    colonists.    •*  The    devil's    dance 
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chamber."  The  site  of  their  wilderness  temple  is 
situated  about  live  miles  uorth  of  Newbiirgh.  and  is 
now  laid  down  on  maps  of  the  Hudson  as  "Dan- 
skammer  Point."' 

Before  the  arrival  of  Michael  Weigand  and  his  as- 
sociates, this  trail,  which  ran  parallel  with  and  near 
the  river  s  bank,  had  bec-n  broadened  into  a  wagon 
road  and  made  a  part  of  the  King-'s  highway,  leading 
from  Kingston  to  the  Jerseys.  This  highway,  now 
our  Liberty  street  and  Balmville  road,  ran  through 
all  the  fanns  of  the  German  Patent,  And  by  or  very 
near  it  they  naturally  built  their  log  cabins,  each  on 
the  side  of  his  farm  nearest  the  center  of  the  settle- 
ment. 

The  first  dwelling  erected  by  :\Lichael  AYeigand 
doubtless  stood  on  the  site  now  occu])ied  by  the 
southeast  portion  of  the  historic  stone  buildirig, 
known  as  Washingtons*  Head(iuarters.  which  has 
accomplished  more  than  any  other  inanimate  thing 
■s^ithin  the  present  city  limits  to  sju-ead  the  fair 
fame  of  Xewburgh  on  the  Hudson.  A  few  years 
later  a  more  substantial  structure,  built  of  stone 
and  mighty  lloor  beams,  hewn  from  the  giants 
of  the  primeval  forest,  made  its  appearance  by  the 
side  of  the  log  cabin,  and  we  learn  from  the  tax  rolls 
that  prior  to  171S  ^Michael  AVeigand  had  come  to  be 
rated  among  the  comparatively  well  to  do  residents 
of  the  Precinct  of  thi-  Highlands.  Very  little  of  a 
personal  nature  relating  to  him  during  the  last  de- 
cade of  his  eventful  life  is  known  to  the  writer. 
About  all  that  the  early  records  reveal  is  that  he  paid 
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his  taxes,  lived  at  peace  with  his  iiei<>iibois.  and  de- 
parted this  life  ill  1723,  in  the  GTth  year  of  his  a^re.

His  wife  broiigjht  to  him  an  estate  re- 
ceived from  her  first  husband,  Conrad  Glasser,  to 
which  was  soon  added  that  of  her  father,  Cornelius 
Dimnler.  This  accnmnlation  of  estates  ^i^ave  the 
family  a  ]arp;e  income  and  great  ]ironiinence.  ^Ir. 
Weygandt  was  a  conncilman  and  an  Elder  in  the 
Lutheran  Church  at  Ostliofeii,  and  it  was  said  paid 
the  major  part  of  the  village  taxes.

10.  TOBIAS  WEYCANl),  born  in  1701  (3, 1).  came 
from  the  banks  of  (lie  IJliine  to  the  banks  of  the  Hud- 
son in  the  year  170S-1)  with  the  pioneer  band  of 
Lutheran  refugees,  of  which  his  father.  Michael,  was 
the  patriarch,  lie  is  lirst  meiili<uied  in  early  rec- 
ords  of  yewburgh,  under  date  of  1724,  wlien  his 
jiame  appears  witli   that  of  his  brother  George  on 
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the  tax  rolls  of  Newbiirgii  Preciuct,  in  the  place  of 
the  father.  Previous  to  1725  Tobias  Weygaiid  was 
elected  one  of  the  trustees  of  the  Glebe,  and  on  June 
23,  1744,  was  ''  anew  confirmed  ''  in  said  otlice,  whicii 
he  continued  to  hold  until  July  2,  1747,  when  he  and 
Berger  Minders,  the  last  of  the  Lutherans  to  fill  that 
position,  wore  succeeded  by  Alexander  Golden  and 
Richard  Albertson,  who  were  of  the  Episcopal  faith. 
In  1737  the  names  of  the  brothers,  Tobias  and  George 
Weygand,  again  ap])ear  together  on  the  early  rec- 
ords; this  time  as  menibeis  of  Gapt.  Tliomas  Ellison's 
Company,  of  Gol.  Ghambers'  Ulster  Gounty  regiment; 
and  as  such  they  doublless  participated  in  some  of 
the  early  campaigns  against  the  hostile  Indians  on 
the  Western  frontiers. 

Throughout  his  life,  Tobias  Weygand  was  closely 
identified  with  the  Lutheran  conregation  and  took 
a  leading  part  in  building  The  little  square  chapel 
on  the  Glebe,  remembered  by  many  of  the  present 
generation.  The  site  of  this  building,  whicli  was  the 
first  church  erected  within  the  limits  of  the  Gity  of 
Newburgh,  is  in  the  "Old  Town"  grave-yard  jast 
west  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Ghurch,  and  is  now 
marked  by  four  wooden  posts  driven  in  the  ground 
where  its  four  corners  rested.  Very  recently,  how- 
ever, the  members  of  Quassaick  Chapter,  Daugliters 
of  American  Iievohition,  of  Newburgh,  have  in- 
augurated a  movement,  having  for  its  object  the 
marking  of  the  site  by  a  suitably  inscribed  monu- 
ment. 

It  is  at  present  unknown  to  the  writer  who  Tobias 
Weygand  married,  or  the  date  of  his  death.     He  wag 
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buried  near  the  vsite  of  the  little  chapel  refeiTed  to, 
but  the  particular  plain  unlettered  stone  which 
marks  his  grave  can  no  longer  be  distinguished.

11.  JUKY  (GEOEGE)  WYGANT,  1T03-17TS,  (3,1), 
was  the  youngest  of  the  three  children  of  Michael 
AA'eigand,  of  the  company  of  Palatines,  wliich  in 
the  Spring  of  1709  made  the  first  clearings  in  the 
primeval  wilderness  region  at  Qua.ssaick  Creek,  on 
the  M'est  banks  of  "Hudson's  Kiver,"  and  there,  by 
the  hasty  erection  of  a  half  score  of  rude  log  cabins. 
laid  the  foundation  of  what  is  now  the  historic  and 
beautiful  city  of  Xewburgh,  X.  Y. 

The  Weigand  family  lived  for  several  years  in  the 
log  cabin  erected  in  1700.  and  the  Weigand  children 
played  about  it  beneath  the  shade  of  the  wide  spread- 
ing bi-anches  of  great  trees — hoary  giants  of  the 
forest — which  for  centuries  had  occupied  what  is 
now  the  well  kept  lawn  surrounding  Oi-ange  Coun- 
ty's most  famous  Colonial  and  lievolutionary  struc- 
ture. The  great  oaks  ai'e  gone,  and  in  their 
stead,  here  and  there  about  the  grounds,  are  iron 
and  brass  implements  of  war — huge  cannon,  large 
mouthed  mortars  and  tield  i)ieces  of  com])aratively 
ancient  pattern  and  of  foreign  make — trophies  gain- 
ed in  battle.  The  little  log  cabin  long  since  disap- 
peared, and  in  its  stead  is  a  yet  substantial  stone 
structure,  tilled  Avith  a  vast  collection  of  Ivevolutiou- 

ary  relics,  old  Hint-lock  muskets,  rusty  swords,  tat- 
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tered  battle  flnjis,  anci<:^nt  manuscripts,  motli-eaton 
iinifonus,  aii<l  a  variety  of  articles  in  some  way  asso- 
ciated with  or  once  owned  or  used  by  revered  patriots 
of  'TO,  or  heroes  of  later  wars. 

This  ancient  bnildin;::  and  the  p;ronnds  about  it  be- 
long now  to  the  S^tate  of  New  York  and  it  is  main- 
tained as  an  object  lessf)n  in  patriotism.  If  you  ask 
the  accommodatinij  superintendent  how  old  the 
buildinji;  is  he  may  possibly  point  to  the  room  Avith 
seven  doors  and  one  window,  and  to  the  two  smaller 
rooms  adjoining:,  and  say:  ''This  noHheast  corner 
was  erected  by  an  old  T)utchman  and  his  sons,  prior 
to  1720;  the  southeast  corner  was  added  by  another 
Dutchman  some  thirty  years  later,  and  the  western 
portion  was  built  on  and  the  whole  bnildinp:  some- 
what remodeled  by  Colonel  Jonathan  Ilasbrouck  a 
few  years  previous  to  the  breakinjx  out  of  the  Revo- 
lutionary War."  One  of  the  sons  of  the  old  Dutch- 
man referred  to  was  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  Jury 
(George)  AYeigand  or  Y'ygant,  who  came  into  posses- 
sion of  this  portion  of  the  original  ^Veigand  farm 
after  the  death  of  his  father  in  1723. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  many  of  the  immediate 
descendants  of  tlie  Rev.  George  Ilerrman  ^Yeygandt, 
of  the  Rhine  Palatinate,  who  came  to  America,  had 
more  or  less  trouble  with  the  anglicized  spelling  of 
their  family  name,  but  the  particular  member  of 
whom  we  are  now  writing  Avas  peculiarly  unfortun- 
ate in  his  given  name  also.  Gould  the  original  record 
of  his  christening  be  produced  his  name  would 
doubtless  be  found  spelled  "  Djordsj,''  which  accord- 
ing to  the  best  authorities  I  can  find  ought  to  be 
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pronounced  as  if  spelled  Yoris  or  Joris,  the  English 
equivalent  of  which  is  Georj>e.  lUit  as  a  matter  of 
fact  it  is  often  spcdled  Jury,  Jurev,  or  Jurry,  and  pro- 
nounced accordiuiily.  These  early  German  colonists 
clung  tenaciously  to  their  mother  tongue  and  very 
naturally  objected  to  having  their  names  changed  to 
suit  their  English  neighbors,  either  as  to  orthog- 
raphy or  itronnnciation.  English  officials  on  the 
other  hand,  persisted  in  substituting  the  English 
equivalents  for  tlu'ir  German  given  names,  and  in 
so  recording  their  family  names,  that  when  pro- 
nounced  by  thick  English  tongties  their  German 
owners  would  be  able  to  recognize  them. 

The  records  of  Xewburgh  Trecinct  show  that  To- 
bias and  George,  the  two  sons  of  Michael  Weigand. 
the  elder,  paid  the  taxes  for  the  tirst  time  in  1724  on 
land  previotisly  recorded  in  the  name  of  their  father, 
and  that  in  183S  they  were  both  members  of  the  local 
militia  company  conimaiidcd  by  Capt.  Thomas  Elli- 
son and  attaclK'd  to  Gol.  A.  Gaasbeck  Chambers' 
regiment.  This  was  the  tirst  military  or^-anization 
formed  in  the  district,  and  is  said  to  have  participat- 
ed in  several  cam])aigns  against  the  hostile  Indians 
on  the  then  westci-n  frontier,  on  the' banks  of  the 
Delawai'e  liiver. 

Shortly  after  reaching  his  majority,  Jurey  (George) 
Weigand  or  Wygant  married  Jenetje  (Jane),  a  sister 
of  Mrs.  Ca]»t.  AVilliam  Bond,  of  the  adjoining  settle- 
ment, now  .Alarlboi'ough,  Ulster  County,  N.  Y.  Btit 
tlie  yonng  conjjh'  continued  to  rt^side  in  Xewburgh 
until  about  the  year  1741,  Avhen  they  removed  to 
Marlborough  and  settled  permanently  on  a  234  acre 
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farm,  which  had  come  into  their  possession  from  the 
Capt.  Bond  Estate,  wliich  is  described  bv  an  ancient 
document  now  before  the  writer,  as  follows: 

"  Beginninn;  at  a  dwarft  tree  and  running  thence 
N.  N.  E.  IS  cliains,  tlience  due  East  14-1:  chains, 
thence  S.  34  AT.,  20  cliains;  thence  due  W.  140  chains 
to  place  of  beginning.  B(Mng  the  southerly  one- 
third  part  of  a  certain  lott  of  Land,  Xo.  G.  being  Capt. 
Wm.  Bond's  lott,  in  a  cei'tain  tract  lying  and  being 
in  the  County  of  T'lster  and  adjoining  the  Old  Alan's 
Kill  on  the  west  of  the  ITudson  Iviver,  granted  by 
Letters  patent  bearing  date  the  10th  day  of  Febry.. 
1714,  to  Lewis  Morris.  Esq.,  and  Ci^mpany,  which  was 
allotted  to  sd.  William  Bond.  12th  August,  1721,  and 
divided  into  three  lots  Nov.  13,  1740. 

"Memorandum.  Nov.  15,  1740 — That  lotts  were 
drawn  according  to  the  names  and  numbers  *  * 
in  the  i)resence  of  under  subscribers,  viz:  Peter  Con- 
nelly  number  one,  Peter  Connelly  number  two,  Jurey 
Waggant  number  tliree,  as  witness  our  hands.

"  Memorandum — That  on  the  5th  day  of  Jan.  Anno 
Dom.  1743-4,  personally  appeared  before  me,  Charles 
Clinton,  Esq.,  one  of  his  AIaj(^sty's  Justices  of  the 
Peace  for  the  County  of  Lister,  Air.  Alexander  Col- 
den  and  made  oath  on  ye  Holy  Evan^lystt  that  he 
was  present  when  the  above  lotts  were  drawn  by 
Peter  Connelly  and  Jurey  Weygant,  and  that  sd. 
Peter  Connelly  drew  lott  Xo.  one  and  lott  nuniber 
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two,   and   that   Jurev  Wevgant   drew   lott   minibGr 
three.    Given  under  niv  hand.

The  fact  and  the  date  of  Jnrey  (Georj^e)  Weip;and"s 
removal  from  Xewburp;h  to  Marlborou.ci-h  is  definitely 
fixed  by  followin<i-  athdavit  made  by  his  son  Michael 
some  forty-three  years  afterward: 

"Ulster  County — Personally  api)eared  before  me, 
Wolvert  Ecker,  p]sq..  one  of  the  people's  Justices  of 
the  Peace  for  the  County  of  Ulster.  ^Michael  We.2:aut, 
Avho  beina:  duly  sworii  by  Cadwalader  Colden.  says: 

"Am  01  years  of  a_ue;  father's  name  was  Jurey 
Wheygant;  Avas  one  of  the  original  proprietors  and 
possessors  of  a  tract  of  land  called  the  German  Pat- 
ent of  Xewburgh.  Deponent  was  born  there  and 
lived  there  with  his  father  until  he  was  about  eigh- 
teen years  of  age.  when  they  moved  to  where  they 
are  now  living,  wliicli  is  about  5  miles  from  said  Ger- 
man Patent. 

"Dated  Feb.  20,  1787. 

"vSigncd.  MICHAEL  WllYGAXT.'' 

On  Xov.  10,  1747,  Susanna,  widow  of  Capt.  Bond, 
executed  to  her  sister  Jane,  the  wife  of  Jurey 
(George)  Wygant.  a  d(  cd  for  an  undivided  oiu'-third 
part  (►f  a.  tract  of  land  near  ]\larlboroui;li,  Ulster 
County,  containing  .■)()()  acres,  Avhich  deed  is  witness- 
ed by  Henry  Livingston  and  Cornelius  Livingston, 
and  reads  in  ])art,  as  follows: 

"To  all  Christian  ]i('ople  to  whom  these  presents 
shall  or  may  com(\  greeting: — Know  ye  that  I,  Susan* 
na  Pond,  of  the  County  of  Ulster,  in  the  Province  of 
New  Yoj'k,  for  and  in  consideration  of  the  sum  of 
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fifteen  sliillin^us  eiirrent  money  of  tlie  Province  of 
New  York,  but  more  especially  for  the  love  and  affec- 
tion that  I  have  and  do  bear  toward  my  loving 
brother-in-law,  Jurey  ^^'y^■ant,  and  Jane  his  wife, 
*  *  *  I  have  j^iven  and  <ii'anted  unto  the  said 
Jurey  AYevpint  and  Jane  his  wife,  all  the  one  full 
just  and  undivided  third  part,  or  share  of  a  cer- 
tain tract  of  land,  bidn^'  i)art  of  the  land  former- 
ly granted  to  Captain  John  Evans,  in  lister  Ooun- 
ty^  and  since  vacated  an<l  reassnmed.  and  since 
granted  by  patent  to  Captain  AVilliam  Bond,  de- 
ceased, beginning  at  a  scrub  Black  Oak  tree  mark- 
ed with  three  not<dies  and  a  cross,  standing  at  a  south 
end  of  a  meadow  (commonly  called  ten  stone 
meadoAv).  on  the  west  side  of  hills  called  the  Blue 
hills,  which  are  in  the  Avest  bounds  of  the  Land  grant- 
ed to  Coll.  Morris  and  Company,  and  runs  X.  N,  E. 
eighty  chains,  thence  X.  X.  W.  sixty-two  chains  and 
a  half,  thence  S.  S.  W.  eighty  chains,  and  thence  E. 
S.  E.  sixty-two  chains  and  a  half  to  the  place  where 
it  began,  containing  five  hundred  acres." 

By  deed  dated  Dec.  7,  1T(J2.  Susanna  I'ond  in  con- 
sideration of  live  hund]-(Ml  pounds,  conveys  a  third 
piece  of  land,  received  from  her  late  husband,  Capt. 
William  Bond,  situated  in  the  County  of  Ulster  and 
containing  100  acres  to  "Jane,  the  wife  of  Jurey 
Weakant." 

Tliis  last  deed  is  witnessed  by  Thomas  Woolsey 
and  Leonard  Smith,  acknowliMl'^cd  before  "  Direk 
Wyidvoop,  Juii.,  Es(|.,  one  of  the  Judg(  s  of  the  Court 
of  Common  Pleas,  and  duly  recoi-ded  by  (Miristopher 
Topi>en,  ])(^i>uty  Clerk. 
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Mr.  Elmer  E.  Wyjiiaiit,  of  Albany,  procured  from 
the  arclnves  of  the"  Secretary  of  State  for  publisher 
of  this  record  a  certified  copy  of  the  will  of  Jury 
(George)  AYygant,  the  body  of  which  reads  as  fol- 
lows : 

"  In  the  name  of  God.  Amen.     This  twelfth  day 
of  January,  in  tiie  year  of  our  Lord.  1703,  I,  Jurv 
Wygant,  of  the  Trecinct  of  Xewburgh,    County    of 
Ulster,  and  Trovince  of  New  York.  Yeoman,  being  in 
perfect  liealth  and  of  sound  mind  and  memory,  call- 
ing to  mind  the  mortality  of  my  body  and  knowing 
that  it  is  appointed  for  all  men  once  to  die,  and  after 
death  the  judgment,  do  make  and   ordain  this  my 
Last  Will  and  Testament  in  manner  and  form  follow- 
ing:   First  of  all  T  recommend  my  soul  into  the  hands 
of  God  that  gave  it.  nothing  doubting  but  at  the  gen- 
eral resurrection  to  receive  the  same  again  by  the 
mighty  power  of  God  in  and  through  the  mediation 
of  our  blessed  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ.     And 
my  body  I  recommend  to  the  earth  to  be  buried  in  a 
christian,  decent  buiial  at  the  discretion  of  my  ex- 
ecutors.    And  as  touching  such  worldly  estate  as  it 
hath  pleased  God  to  bless  me  with  in  this  life,  I  do 
give,  demise  and  dispose  of  the  sai'ne  in  the  follow- 
ing manner  and  form,  viz: 

"Imprimus,  I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  dearly 
beloved  wife,  Jane,  the  one-third  \yM't  of  the  profits  of 
all  my  real  and  personal  estate  during  her  life  or 
during  the  time  she  shall  continue  my  widow. 

"Secondly,  I  giv<\  be(ini'ath  and  dis]>ose  unto  my 
eldest  son,  T^'illiam,  that  thirty  acres  of  land  where 
he  now  dA\ells,  in  such  manner  as  is  shown  in  my 
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SOD  Michners  deed,  beai'in,^:  date  ve  12th  day  of  Jan., 
17G3,  reference  tliei-eto  bein*::  may  at  any  time  ap- 
pear. 

"  Thirdly. I  pve.be(iTu-atli  and  dispose  nnto  my  well 
beloved  dani::hters.  viz:  Catharine.  Snsannah,  Mary, 
Sarah,  Nancy,  and  "NA'est.  all  the  remainder  of  my  real 
and  pei'sonal  "state.  (That  is)  after  my  said  T%'ife's 
death.  (That  is  to  say)  my  will  is  that  after  my  said 
wife's  death  or  after  she  marries  a<;ain  that  my  Ex- 
ecutors, hereafter  named,  shall  set  np  all  my  real 
and  personal  estate  as  aforesaid  that  is  to  be  to  my 
said  dannhters.  and  sell  the  same  by  way  of  pnblic 
vendne  lo  the  hip:hest  bidder,  then  to  dispose  of  the 
same  to  my  said  danp:hters  in  manner  following:: 
And  in  the  first  place  my  will  is  that  they  pay  nnto 
each  of  my  dan.uhiers.  except  West,  the  snm  of  five 
pcAinds,  and  my  will  is  tliat  at  the  same  time  to  pay 
nnto  my  said  dani;'htep  West  the  snm  of  twenty 
ponnds.  then  I  will  and  order  that  the  remainder  of 
the  money  be  jmt  ont  to  interest  at  snch  per  cent,  as 
my  said  Execntors  shall  think  proper.  And  my  will 
is  further  that  my  Execntors  shall  call  in  the  said 
money  annnally  and  ])ay  nnto  each  of  my  dan,£i-hters, 
aforesaid,  the  snm  of  five  ponnds,  yearly,  keepinix  tho 
residue  at  interest  until  there  is  none  left.  And  fur- 
ther, my  will  is  that  in  case  either  or  all  my  said 
daughters  die.  that  then  my  said  Executors  shall  not 
dispose  of  any  of  said  money  unto  either  of  their  lins> 
bands,  but  shall  keep  such  money  at  interest  until 
their  child  or  children  shall  arrive  to  ye  a;2;e  of  21 
years,  and  to  dispose  of  the  same  unto  them;  that  if 
more  than  one,  all  tlieir  proportion,  share  and  share 
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alike.  And  f\irtlior,  in  case  either  of  my  daup:hters 
shall  die  and  leave  no  issne,  then  my  will  is  that  such 
part  be  equally  shared  anions-  all  the  rest  of  the  sis- 
ters' children,  in  manner  aforesaid. 

"  (And  my  will  is,  not  witlistandin<i-,  tliat,  first  of  all 
my  just  debts  and  funeral  charp;es  be  paid.) 

"And  lastly,  I  do  hereby  constitute  and  appoint 
Lieutenant  Lewis  DeBoise,  ITumphrey  Merrit,  and 
my  son.  Michael  AVy;uant,  or  either  two  of  them,  as 
Executors  to  this,  my  last  Will  and  Testament,  here- 
by disallowiniTi-  and  disannulling-  all  other  Wills  and 
Testaments  by  me  or  in  my  name,  hoklinp;  firm  and 
sure  this  and  no  other  to  be  my  Last  Will  and  Testa« 
ment.  In  testimony  Avhereof,  L  the  said  Jury  Wy- 
gant,  hath  hereunto,  to  this,  my  Last  Will  and  Test- 
ament, set  my  hand  and  seal  the  day  and  year  first 
within  written."'

14.  JOriN  OEOnCE  WEYGANDT,  born  1711.  (8, 
2,  1).  of  Osthofen,  in  TTessen,  Gei'many,  was  by  occu- 
pation a  saddler.  He  married  in  1785  OATH  AKlXE 
GEIITKLDE  GDEP.EL.  Tliey  probablv  had  several 
childiT'u.  but  the  only  one  concerninj^-  whom  we  have 
.any  kno\vled<j,e  was  a  son  named  after  his  grand- 
fathor.

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15.  COliXELIUS  WEYGAXDT,  1713-1799,  (S,  2, 
1),  was  born  at  Osthofeii.  in  the  Palatinate,  Germany. 
His  parents  were  strict  adherents  of  the  Lutlieran 
faith,  and  ,aave  him  the  advantages  of  a  christian 
education.  His  fatlier,  by  occupation  a  vintner,  the 
sou  was  tang'lit  the  same  business,  and  for  a  time 
was  located  at  Magdeburg-,  but  finally  concluded  to 
settle  in  the  ''  Xew  World."  At  the  age  of  23  he 
sailed  from  Rotterdam  in  tlie  ship  Harle,  of  Loudon, 
Ralph  Harle.  master,  reaching  Phihadelphia,  where 
he  took  the  oatli  of  allegiance  to  the  Crown  of  Great 
Britain  and  the  Province  of  Pennsylvania.  Septem- 
ber 1,  173G. 

He  remained  in  Philadelphia  a  few  years,  then  re^ 
moved  to  Germantown,  where  he  learned  the  trade 
of  wood  carver  witJi  Rev.  John  Bechtel,  one  of  the 
"  fathers  of  the  German  Reformed  Church  in  Ameri- 
ca," whose  daughter,  MARIA  AGXETA  BECHTEL, 
he  married  (her  father  performing  the  ceremony)  on 
July  oth.  1730,  wliich  union  lasted  nearly  fifty  years 
and  in  which  were  boi'n  four  sons  and  four  daugh- 
ters. 

In  Januaiy,  17 IG,  Mr.  AVeygandt  ^ith  sundry  ciii- 
zeus  of  Germantown  made  application  to  the  Mora- 
vians at  Bethlehem,  Pa.,  desiring  tlieni  to  establish 
in  Germantown  a  school  for  girls.  The  school  was 
opened  September  21,  171(1,  in  the  house  of  the  Rev. 
Beclitel.  but  was  discontinued  in  May,  1719. 

In  1755  he  removed  to  a  tract  of  land  on  the  ''  Le- 
high Hills."  oi)posite  Bethlehem,  Pa.,  now  fasliiun- 
able  '' Eountain  Hill,'-  South  Betlilehem,  where  he 
erected  a  house  (part  of  which  is  still  standing)  near 
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the  present  Bishoptliorpe  Seminary.  He  here  engage 
ed  in  the  occupation  of  wood  carver  (or  turner,  as  the 
records  have  it)  and  in  limited  agricultural  pursuits. 
In  1760  he  removed  to  a  site  on  the  Lehicton  (now 
Bushkill)  Creek,  where  lie  purchased  a  tract  of  land 
adjacent  to  that  owned  and  occupied  by  the  Dela- 
ware Indian  Chief  Tatamy,  in  one  of  the  most  pic- 
turesque and  fertile  yalleys  of  Northampton  County, 
Pa.  There  he  built  a  substantial  stone  house  with 
gambrel  roof  and  other  colonial  outlines,  in  which 
he  lived  for  more  than  thirty  years.  This  house  was 
demolished  in  ]S93.  In  the  llevolutionary  war  and 
struggle  for  independence,  ]Mr.  Weygandt  was  an 
ardent  patriot.  lie  was  too  old  for  military  service, 
but  two  of  his  sons  participated,  and  he  served  as  a 
member  of  the  County  Committee  of  Observation 
from  May  20  to  Nov.  11,  1770.  and  was  a  member  of 
the  Standing  Committee  of  Correspondence  of  that 
body;  the  otlicial  records  testify  to  his  unfailing 
loyalty.  At  various  times  he  also  held  tlie  ottice  of 
township  assessor,  inspector,  freeholder,  and  other 
minor  oflices. 

On  May  28,  1780,  he  met  with  the  loss  of  his  wife, 
to  whom  he  had  been  married  50  years,  less  37  days, 
and  he  soon  afterwards  removed  from  the  liomestead 
on  the  Btishkill  whei-e  he  had  lived  so  long,  and  with 
advancing  years  made  his  home  witli  his  children. 
He  died  at  the  liouse  of  liis  daugliter  (Hannah  Best), 
near  Christian  Si)ring,  Nazareth.  Pa.,  on  October  1st, 
1799,  aged  80  years  0  montlis  and  2.5  days. 

In  the  archives  of  the  Moravian  Church,  at  Schoen- 
eck,  Pa.,  is  preserved  the  memoir  pronounced  by 
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the  pastor,  Key.  J.  Frederick  Frueauff,  at  the  funer- 
al of  Mr.  Weygaudt.  From  this  we  learn  that  at 
his  death  two  cliildren  had  preceded  him  to  the  grave, 
and  up  to  his  Soth  birthday  he  himself  l^ept  a  list  of 
his  descendants,  wliich  at  that  time  numbered  52 
grandchildren  and  29  great-grandchildren. 

Although  he  lived  in  close  relation  with  the  Mora- 
vians, of  whicli  faith  his  wife  was  a  member,  as  were 
his  father-in-law  lieelitel's  family,  he  was  loath  to 
forsake  his  Lutheran  belief,  lie  linally,  however, 
sought  closer  fellowship  with  the  Brethren  (Mora- 
vians), and  as  soon  as  he  understood  that  his  faith, 
according  to  the  Lutheran  catechism,  was  the  main 
doctrine  of  the  Moravian  Church,  he  united  with 
that  denomination  on  December  IS,  1TS5,  at  Schoen- 
eck,  Pa.,  and  on  ^larch  IS,  ITSG,  partook  with  them 
for  the  first  time  of  the  Lord's  Supper. 

During  the  first  years  of  his  widower's  estate,  he 
imagined  the  term  of  his  life  would  be  SO  years,  and 
as  he  had  cherished  this  hope  so  firmly,  it  caused 
him  no  little  trouble  to  see  his  wish  unfulfilled.  He 
was  a  man  of  a  very  active  spirit,  and  as  he  was 
without  emplo^mient  his  activity  turned  into  a  sort 
of  restlessness.  He  himself  said  during  his  last  ill- 
ness that  lying  still  was  the  hardest  thing  for  him, 
as  restlessness  and  motion  had  always  constituted 
his  life.  He  was  fond  of  walking,  and  indulged  in 
this  exercise  freely.  His  last  walk  was  on  August 
21,  1799,  when  at  the  age  of  eighty-six  and  one-half 
years,  he  walked  to  Bethlehem  and  return,  a  dis- 
tance of  nearly  20  miles,  to  attend  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  ''  Society  for  futhering  the  Gospel  among 
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the  Heatlieii,"  to  whicli  society  he  beh)iiged.     On  the 
28tli  of  tlie  same  month  lie  was  attacked  with  dysen- 
terj,  and  he  became  then  fully  conyiuced  that  this 
illness  would  cause  his  death,  which  he  autici])ate<l 
with  joy  and  special  lon,uin<;-.  as  eyerythinj;'  in  life 
A\as  iuditfereut  to  him.     The  longing  to  depart  was 
so  great,  that  the  time  of  waiting  for  the  desired 
moment  of  going   home  to  the  Lord  often   seemed 
long  to  him.     On  the  moruiug  of  September  25,  after 
a  sudden   but   yery  short   period    of  brightness,   he 
grew  yerj  A\eak;  hymns  wei'e  sung  and  he  was  giyen 
the   Lord's   blessing  to    his   departure.      From  this 
time  on.  he  lay  in   great    \yeakness    until    9    o'clock 
in  the  forenoon  of  ()ct(»ber   1.  ITUl),   when   his  soul 
passed  gently  aiid  blissfully  into  the  arms  of  his  I\e- 
deemer.     lie  lies  buried  in  the  little  church-yard  in 
the  yillage  of  Schoeneck.  near  Nazareth,  Pa.,  where 
also  lie  the    remains  of  his    sainted  wife.     The  in- 
scription on  his  tombstone  reads:

The  will  of  roruelius  Wevgandt  is  recorded  in  the 
Coniity  Kecords  at  l-^aston.  J*a..  and  is  dated  Easton, 
July  2(;.  179(;.     It  was  witnessed  by  Judge  William 
Henry   and    Joachim    Wiegman.      He  willed  to   hip 
bons:     John,  50  pounds,  a  chest  of  drawers  and  re- 
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positoriiiin;  Jacob,  100  pounds,  high  case  clock  and 
appurtenances;  Teter,  100  pounds,  and  Coinelius,  100 
pounds.  Sons-in-law,  Connid  Best,  50  pounds;  Henry 
Fraes,  93  pounds,  5  sliillings,  and  Peter  Ihrig,  117 
j>ounds.  Society  for  furthering  the  Gospel  among 
heathen  (Bethlehem,  Pa.),  IG  dollars.  Christian 
Frederick  Steinman.  for  use  of  Schoeueck  Moravian 
Church,  40  sliillings.  The  balance  of  his  estate  to 
be  divided  among  his  children,  John,  Jacob,  Peter, 
Cornelius,  and  Hannah,  wife  of  Conrad  Best,  the 
children  of  his  deceased  daughter,  Maria  Agneta, 
late  wife  of  Henry  Fraes,  .and  Susan,  wife  of  Peter 
Ihrig.  His  sons  John  and  Jacob  were  named  as 
executors. 

The  high  case  clock  willed  to  Jacob  is  now  in  pos- 
session of  ^Ir.  Cornelius  X.  Weygandt,  of  German- 
town,  the  oldest  living  male  descendant,  and  by  a 
liappy  circumstance  it  is  located  in  the  immediate 
vicinity  where  it  was  made  150  3'ears  ago  by  the 
clockmaker,  Augustine  Xeisser. 

Maria  Agneta,  the  wife  of  Cornelius  AVeygandt, 
was  born  at  Frankenthal,  Germany,  September  19, 
1719,  the  daughter  of  Bev.  John  Bechtel  and  Maria 
Appolonia  ^lai-iu^t,  his  wife,  who  emigrated  to  Amer- 
ica and  settled  in  (lermantown.  Pa.,  in  172G.  Her 
father  figures  prominently  in  the  colonial  history 
of  Pennsylvania  in  the  religious  movement  to  unite 
all  German  sects  and  denominations  into  one  ec- 
clesiastic body,  and  in  his  connection  with  that  early 
era  of  Pennsylvania  bibliography,  nia<le  famous 
through  the  imprints  of  I'l-anklin,  Bradford  and 
Sauer.     In  1712  he  comjtiled  a  catechism  designed

for  all  who  were  in  union  with  the  movement  above 
referred  to,  which  was  printed  by  Benjamin  Frank- 
lin. This  book  was  translated  into  Enp;lish  and 
Swedish,  and  all  editions  are  now  exceedinoly  rare. 

Bechtel's  project  having;  failed,  and  beinj;-  attract- 
ed bj  the  preaching  of  Count  Zinzendorf.  he,  with 
his  family,  uiiited  with  the  :Moravians,  and  in  1746 
removed  to  Bethlehem,  Pa. 

Upon  the  removal  of  Cornelius  Weygandt  to  the 
"  Lehigh  Hills,"  his  wife  united  with  the  Moravian 
Church  at  Bethlehem,  and  in  1TG2.  when  the  congre- 
gation at  Scho(-neck  was  organized,  she  was  received 
as  a  member  there,  and  partook  of  the  Communion, 
which  was  tlie  first  held  in  this  churcli,  on  August  G, 
1763.     She  remained  an  active  member  of  this  con- 
gregation until  her  death  on  May  2S,  17S9,  aged  69 
years,  8  months,  9  days.      The  inscription  on  her 
tomb  in  the  Sclioeneck  God's-acre  reads:

WEYGAXD, 
late  Beclitel, 
born  Sept.  19,  1719, 
in  Fraukenthal 
Palatinate.

20.  TOBIAS  AA'EYGAXT  (10,  3,  1),  was  born  on 
the  "  Queen  Anne  "  liomestead  farm  at  Newbur^-h, 
on  the  banks  of  the  Hudson,  about  the  year  172-1. 
The  earliest  authentic  record  found  of  l)ini  is  dated 
July  25,  174G,  and  sets  forth  the  fact  that  he  and  his 
brother  Martin  were  then  members  of  a  military 
company,  officered  by  Capt.  AlBortus  Tiebout  and 
Lieut.  John  :\roulinaer,  which  had  recently  been  ''  en- 
listed to  serve  in  expedition  against  Canada/'  and 
was  under  orders  to  proceed  forthwith  from  ]S'ew 
Yory  City,  where  it  had  rendezvoused,  to  Albany.  It 
is  not  known  just  how  lono-  lie  was  in  the  service.  His 
wife  is  supposed  to  have  been  the  daughter  of  Thos. 
Smith,  Jr.,  a  resident  of  Smith's  Clove,  in  the  pre- 
cinct of  Cornwall  (afterwards  the  town  of  Monroe, 
Orange  County).  N.  Y.  Xot  long  after  his  marriage 
Mr.  Weygant  settled  permanently  in  said  Smith's 
Clove,  which  is  at  the  present  time  the  home  of  many 
of  his  worthy  descendants.  Of  his  five  or  more  chil- 
dren the  names  of  but  three  are  at  present  known, 
viz:  John,  Hannah  and  Sarah.  He  and  his  son 
Jo'hn  were  both  signers  of  the  lievolutionary  ])ledge 
and  active  members  of  the  militia  company  of  their 
town,  during  the  war  of  the  Eevolution.

York  City,  and  l.ieut.  John  Monlinaer,  for  service 
ao-ainst  (^aiiada.  This  cami)aiuii  lasted  for  several 
luoiitlis.  Sliortly  aft»n'  his  return  to  Newbnr-;h  he 
married  SUSAN  ALP.EirrSON,  daughter  of  Joseph 
Albertson,  and  settled  permanently  in  the  town  of 
his  birth.  From  1753  to  1790  his  name  ap])ears  fre- 
quently in  the  Newburuh  i)recinct,  town  and  village 
records,  as  an  owner  of  real  estate  and  the  holder  of 
various  public  ottices.  Local  historians  agree  in  the 
statement  that  he  was  a  prosperous  business  man 
and  a  good  citizen,  who.  from  the  beginning  to  the 
end  of  his  counti'y's  struggle  for  independence,  Avas 
a  trusted,  fearless  and  outspoken  patriot.  He  was 
by  occui)ation  a  farmer,  and  at  same  time  the  pro- 
prietor of  the  hostelry  so  fre(inently  mentioned  hy 
writers  of  l^evolutionary  history  as  the  Weigand 
Tavern  at  Newburgh.  AVhen  in  April.  1775,  the  New 
York  City  Committee  of  One  Hundred  issued  their 
famous  a])i)eal  and  Kevolutionary  pledge,  and  forth- 
with dispatched  it  by  fast  riding  messengers  to 
prominent  }>atriots  in  every  precinct  in  the  colony, 
the  copies  brought  to  Xewburgh  were  without  delay 
deposited  for  signatures  with  31artin  Weigand.  It 
was  at  his  house  that  the  Xewburgh  Trecinct  Com-^ 
mittee  of  Safety  was  organized,  and  it  was  there  that 
it  lield  its  first  and  the  most  imixtrtant  of  its  subse- 
quent sessions.  In  August,  1775,  when  the  militia 
of  the  colony  was  reorganized  for  active  service  by 
replacing  the  elderly,  and  lukewarm  officers  with 
young  and  active  patriots,  Martin  Weigand,  thougli 
45  years  of  age,  was  selected  as  the  first  Avar  ensign 
of  Captain  Samuel  Clark's  Xewburgh  Company,  of

Col.  nasbroiiok's  re<iiniont.  The  first  iicnoral  order 
issued  bv  Col.  ITnsbronck  after  taking  command  of 
his  regiment  remained  in  force  to  the  <'n<l  of  the  ^var 
and  read  as  follows: 

"  Xewbnrgh.  Dec.  IS.  1775. 
"Pursuant  to  the  orders  of  Congress  to  the  regi- 
ment under  my  command  to  be  in  readiness  upon  any 
proper  alarm,  I  have  apx)ointed  the  r)lace  of  ueneral 
rendezvous  to  be  at  the  house  of  Martin  Weigand, 
in  Xewburgh  Precinct. 

"J.  nASiPKorcK.  C(d." 

During  the  eventful  years  which  folloAved.  this 
regiment  was  repeatedly  summoned  to  the  field,  and 
performed  much  important  service.  Its  frequent 
campaiQ-ns  were  directed  mainly  to  counteracting 
"efforts  of  the  Pritish  to  obtain  control  of  the  navi- 
gation of  TTudson  Pivei'."  "  Tn  the  still  hours  of  the 
night,"  writes  Puttenlier.  in  his  history  of  Xew- 
burgii,  "  the  beacon  fires  on  the  brows  of  the  rugged 
hills  flashed  out  the  alarm,  and  in  the  long  hours  of 
the  day  booming  signal  guns  responded  to  each  other 
along  the  line  of  fortifications,  calling  the  toiling 
patriots  to  arms  for  defence  of  their  firesides.  Anx- 
iously were  these  signals  watr-hed.  and  asf^soon  as 
seen  fathers  hurried  away,  and  motiiers  stood  sen« 
tinel  over  the  homes  of  tlieir  children."  These  beacon

When  in  1782  General  Washington  established  his 
headquarters  at  Xewburgh  in  the  Weigand-Uas- 
brouck  house,  ^[ad  Anthony  Wayne  took  up  his 
headquarters  and  jdanted  his  Hag  at  the  AYeigand 
tavern,  which  became  in  consequence  a  centre  of  at- 
traction to  a  considerable  number  of  the  more  ad- 
venturous spirits  connected  with  the  general  staff 
and  of  the  field  and  liiip  of  the  ])atriot  army.  This 
tavern  though  the  most  noted  hostelry  in  all  that 
historic  region  was  by  no  means  an  imposing  struc- 
ture. It  was  a  loAv  double  one  and  a  half  story  build- 
ing, the  older  part  of  which  was  built  of  logs.  It 
stood  at  the  corner  of  King  (now  Liberty)  and  Rroal

Streets,  on  property  which  in  later  years  became  the 
model  homestead  of  Charles  Downing-,  the  famous 
landscape  oai-dner.  Muster  rolls  of  Captain  Clark's 
Company  made  in  June.  1T7S-0,  show  that  Martin 
Weio-and  had  been  promoted  to  the  rank  of  First 
Lieutenant.  After  the  war  he  disposed  of  the  fam- 
ous old  tavern  pi'0])erty  and  removed  to  a  more  ct^n- 
modious  and  modern  buildinn'  which  he  had  erected 
at  a  point  on  Liberty  Street  just  north  of  the  Luther- 
an Chapel  on  the  Glebe,  which  his  father  had  helped 
to  build  and  in  the  maintenance  of  which  he  had  al- 
ways shown  a  marked  interest.  His  death  occurred 
in  the  year  1792,  and  he  was  buried  in  the  shadow  of 
this  memorable  chapel  by  the  side  of  his  ancestors. 
Only  one  hundred  and  seven  years  since,  yet  already 
every  trace  of  their  graves  has  been  obliterated  and 
the  Lutheran  chapel  remains  only  in  the  memory  of 
men  and  women  whose  hair  long  since  turned  gray.

1).  was 
born  in  Xewburgh,  X.  Y.  When  a  young  man  he 
removed  to  Smith's  Clove,  in  the  Precinct  of  Corn^ 
wall.  Orange  County,  X.  Y.,  where  his  older  brother 
Tobias  had  already  settled.  On  August  24,  17G4.  he 
married  HAXX'An  rvIDER.  or  Reeder.  According- 
ing  to  family  tradition  he  married  a  second  wife. 
whose  family  name  was  DEA'lJIES.  He  was  one  of 
the  signers  of  the  Uevidutionary  ]»ledge  in  1775  and 
a  soldier  of  the  Kevolntionai-y  War.  During  the 
greater  part  of  his  married  life  he  occupied  a  farm 
which  he  owned  in  said  town  of  Monroe,  but  several

years  after  tlie  close  of  the  war  lie  removerl  with  his 
family  to  Ivocldaiid  bounty.  N.  Y..  where  lu-  died 
Deeeiiiher  lo,  1S()4.  His  i^rave.  marked  by  a  ]tlain 
slab,  may  be  found  in  the  old  Waldroii  family  burial 
])lot  about  half  way  bet\v<'eii  ITaverstraAv  station 
and  ^^tony  Point,  near  the  line  of  the  W«'st  Shore 
Railroad.  On  April  27.  1800.  his  sons  and  hoirs 
sold  the  ^fonroi^  farm  to  Thomas  Donovan.  The 
grantoi-s  named  in  the  d(H'd  <iiven  are  "' T(djias  Wei- 
ant  and  Jerusha.  his  wife,  John  A\'eiant,  Andrew 
Weiant  and  Mary,  his  Avif(\  and  Tiooro-e  Weiaiit  and 
Catherine,  his  wife.""
